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BIRTHS  MUST  BE  REPORTED. 

Once  again  the  attention  of  the  physicians  is  called  to  the 
fact  that  there  is  a  law  in  the  State  of  Montana  requiring  the 
prompt  reporting  of  all  births. 

Section  1772 — Certificate  of  Birth — The  certificate  of  birth 
shall  be  riiade  and  filed  by  the  attending  physician  or  midwife 
within  ten  days  after  the  date  of  birth.  And  if  there  is  no'  at- 
tending physician  ot  midwife,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
father  of  the  child,  householder  or  owner  of  the  premises,  or  the 
head  of  the  hospital  or  institution  in  which  the  birth  occurred, 
to  make  and  file  the  certificate  within  ten'  days  after  birth. 
State  we  were  not  getting  complete  records  of  the  births.  We 
For  som'e  time  we  have  felt  that  in  certain  sections  of  the 
have  started  an  investigation  in  the  City  of  Helena  and 
while  this  has  not  been  completed,  we  have  already  suf- 
ficient evidence  to  convict  quite  a  number  of  physicians 
in  this  city  of  violating  this  law.  We  have  appealed  to  the 
physicians  of  this  state  through  this  bulletin  and  in  other 
vv^ays,  asking  and  urging  them,  to  make  full  and  com- 
plete reports  of  their  births.  O'ur  next  appeal  to  them 
will  be  through  the  courts,  for  we  intend  to^  prosecute 
all  violations  of  the  law  which  we  may  discover  in  our  inves- 
tigations in  the  citv  oi  Helena  and  throughout  other  parts  of  the 
state.    We  here  quote  in  part  Section  1780  of  the  law. 

iSection  1780 — ^Penaities — Tbat  if  any  attending  physician  bliall  re- 
fuse or  neglect  to  make  the  medical  certificate  of  death  nerein  re- 
quired of  him,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  thaii  ten  dollars 
nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  in  the  count}''  jail 
for  not  less  than  five  days  nor  more  than  twenty-five  days,  or  by  both 
such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  And  if  any 
physician  shall  wilfully  and  knowingly  make  a  false  certificate  of  the 
cause  of  death  in  any  case,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and, 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars  nor  more  than  two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  impriscument 
in  the  county  jail  for  not  less  than  twenty-five  days  nor  more  than 
one  hundred  days,  or  by  both  such  fine  and  imprisonment  in  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  court. 

And  lany  physiic/ian  oir  midwife,  or  any  other  pieirsion  charged  witlh 
responsibility  for  reporting  births,  in  the  order  named  m  Section  9  of 
this  Act,  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  make  out  and  file  the  certi- 
ficate of  birth  herein  required,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and 
upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  less  rhan  five  dollars,  nor 
more  than  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense. 
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BIRTHi  AND  DEATH  CERTIFICATES  MUST  BE 
COMPLETE. 

If  the  local  and  sub  registrars  expect  to  receive  the  fee  for 
filing  birth  and  death  certificates,  they  ritist  see  that  these  cer- 
tificates are  complete  in  every  respect. 

Each  month  we  are  coaiipelled  to  return  death  certificates 
and  often  birth  cards  on  account  of  the  fact  that  they  are  not 
signed,  not  dated,  or  are  incom!plete  in  other  respects.  The 
law  requires  that  a  burial  permit  be  not  given  until  the  death 
certificate  is  filed  with  the  local  or  sub  registrar  complete 
in  every  respect.  If  the  registrars  will  observe  this  part  of  the 
law,  there  will  be  no  trouble  in  getting  complete  death  certi- 
ficates. On  account  of  the  great  distances  between  registrars 
this  is  some  times  impractical  and  woiuld  inconvenience  the 
people  if  insisted  upon  absolutely,  and  of  course  the  registrars 
are  allowed  to  exercise  their  judgment  in  exceptional  cases, 
but  as  a  rule  no  burial  permit  should  be  given  until  a  death 
certificate,  properly  and  completely  filled  out  is  filed  with  the 
registrar.  We  ask  the  registrars  to  be  more  particular  in  the 
future. 


TO  PHYSICIANS. 

In  filling  out  a  death  certificate  physicians  should  be  care- 
ful not  to  give  a  sym'ptom  as  a  cause  of  death.  For  instance, 
"dropsy"  should  never  be  given  as  a  cause  of  death,  as  it  may 
be  due  to  nephritis  or  heart  trouble. 

If  the  age  is  not  known,  give  the  approxim(ate  age.  If 
death  is  due  to  an  accident,  state  the  cause  and  nature  of  the 
accident. 

We  expect  the  physicians  to  aid  us  in  our  vital  statistics 
work.

Food  and  Drug  Department 

In  our  examination  of  miilk  from  various  parts  of  the  State 
up  to  date  we  find  the  greatest  number  of  violations  of  the  law, 
relative  to  adulteration,  is  in  hotels  and  restaurants. 

We  have  endeavored  to  take  samples  fromi  the  dairies  sup- 
plying restaurants  and  hotels,  and  later  in  the  day  take  sam- 
ples from  these  restaurants  and  hotels,  and  frequently  we  find 
the  dairy  supplying  milk  up  to  standard,  while  the  restaurant 
serves  milk  which  is  below  standard.  In  Great  Falls  complaints 
were  filed  against  five  restaurants  for  selling  milk  below 
standard  and  five  convictions  were  obtained.  In  each  instance 
the  guilty  parties  were  fined  $25.00. 

It  is  very  difficult  to  make  a  comiplete  examination  of  the 
milk  in  a  state  as  large  as  Montania.  Many  of  the  samples  that 
have  been  sent  to  the  laboratory  have  been  worthless  for  pur- 
poses of  analysis  on  account  of  the  fact  that  they  were  soured 
or  churned ;  churned  because  the  bottles  were  not  completely 
filled,  soured  because  of  carelessness  in  using  the  preservative, 
required  in  sample  taking.  We  believe  that  each  county,  with 
possibly  state  aid,  should  establish  in  its  county  seat  a  labora- 
tory where  milk  could  be  examined,  not  only  for  its  butter  fat 
and  solid  content,  but  for  the  number  of  bacteria. 


— II- — 


In  a  thoroiip-h  milk  campaign  a  bacteria  count  should  be 
made.  It  is  practically  im'possible  with  only  one  labora'tOTy  in 
the  state  to  make  a  bacteria  count  in  milk  that  woiuld  be  of 
any  value  whatsoever.  We  hope  that  the  health  officers  in 
the  different  counties  will  endeavor  to  have  established  at  least 
one  laboratory  in  that  county,  situated,  preferably,  at  the 
county  seat.  The  clean  dairyman,  will  have  a  low  bacteria  count 
in  his  milk,  a  dirty  dairyman  will  have  a  high  count.  Giving 
the  results  of  these  examiinations  publicly  will  tend  miore  to 
cleanliness  in  handling  milk  than  any  numiber  of  inspections. 
This  mlethod  combined  with  intelligent  and  educlational  inspec- 
tions should  be  the  method  in  the  future.
